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Over  the  past  decade  the  practice  of  issuing  unpublished  research 
reports  has  become  an  accepted  feature  in  British  academic 
circles.  The  form^  quality  and  circulation  of  these  reports  are 
varied,  some  being  widely  distributed  and  often  accepted  as 
major  research  contributions,  while  others  are  very  limited  in 
circulation,  often  failing  to  gather  the  audience  they  deserve. 
The  desire  of  some  university  departments  to  induce  a  larger 
distribution  for  their  reports  has  been  aided,  to  some  extent, 
by  the  annual  recording  in  Geographical  Analysis  of  submitted 
reports  lists .  Unfortunately/-,  only  a  f eix  departments  are  re- 
presented in  this  journal,  and,  perhaps  more  significantly,  a 
large  body  of  work  undertaken  outside  university  geography 
departments  is  not  included  (an  exception  being  The  University 
of  Manchester,  Centre  for  Urban  and  Regional  Research  Occasional 
Papers) .  This  bibliography,  therefore,  is  intended  to  provide 
a  more  comprehensive  guide  to  British  research  reports  of  interest 
to  geographers . 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  price  reports  or  to  indicate  their 
availability.  IJith  the  possibility  that  some  reports  will  be 
re-issued  once  out  of  print,  the  willingness  of  some  departments 
to  provide  Xerox  copies,  and  the  existence  of  inter-libraiy  loan 
facilities,  it  was  felt  that  ar^r  guide  on  availability  might  be 
misleading.  Similarily,  prices  were  excluded  because  of 
possibilities  of  fluctuation,  though  a  number  of  the  series 
listed  are  available  free  of  charge. 

This  list  was  compiled  by  way  of  letters  to  individual  departments 
and  organizations,  and  represents  reports  issued  up  to  the  end  of 
1973.  Because  of  the  method  of  compilation  seme  relevant  reports 
might  have  been  excluded,  it  is  hoped  that  there  number  is  small. 
A  further  small  number  of  reports  have  been  excluded  at  the 
request  of  their  authors,  or  of  the  issuing  body.  These  reports 
are  mainly  used  for  teaching  purposes,  or  are  intentionally 
issued  in  ver^'-  small  numbers  for  discussion.  XJhile  the  main 
intention  was  to  produce  a  bibliography  of  unpublished  reports, 
a  number  of  those  included  have  been  published,  these  have  been 
included  as  the  form  part  of  a  series .  Enquiries  about  published 
reports  can  be  sent  direot  to  the  publisher. 
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The  bibliograply  is  divided  into  tx70  sections^   in  the  first 
reports  are  listed  alphabetically,  by  issuing  boci/,  and  in  the 
second,  addresses  are  provided  for  correspondence.
